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Where on earth is Sublimity, Oregon and what on 
earth is happening there. Nestled among the green foothills of 
the Cascade mountains 12 miles east of Salem, Just off 
Highway 22, a short distance from Sublimity stands the 
Embassy of Heaven Church. 

Early Friday morning on January 31st, 1997 dark 
clouds began to gather over the Embassy, serving as a 
harbinger of an approaching evil. Then it began to rain and the 
rhythmic drops etched out their ominous message on the roof 
of a simple, rustic building called the Embassy of Heaven 
Church. A rumbling broke the morning silence as a convoy of 
vehicles advanced along the asphalt road which led to the gates 
of the Embassy. Like an army of locusts, a full regiment of 
armed, bureaucratic agents slipped through the open gates and 
swarmed the main church buildings. Among the attack force 
was a swat team out of Salem, sheriff deputies carrying 
automatic rifles and escorted by attack dogs. A deadly and 
deceptive procession of lawless men disguised as civilians 
wearing blue jeans and nylon jackets furtively began their siege 
against seven innocent people. 

When this kind of information crossed my desk at the 
Loudcrier's headquarters in Rogue, River, Oregon, a flash alert 
signalling that here was police and bureaucratic abuse raising 
its ugly head again. The incident at the Embassy of Heaven 
Church began following a pattern so like the Waco holocaust 
it became terribly frightening. As an investigative reporter, I 
decided to visit the scene of the crime and report the facts to 
the reader s of this newsletter. When one reports these kind of 
honor stories, he desires to be as objective as possible while 
gathering the facts. This reporter prayerfully hopes that this 
special edition of "Showdown at Sublimity" will reveal the 
truth about bureaucratic and police abuse being effectuated 
against non violent persons who have not committed one single 
criminal act of any kind. But for the grace of God and the 
fumbling efforts on the part of the police envolved we would 
have had our own Oregon-Waco incident. It would have been 
a black day for the citizens of Sublimity and there would have 
been bloodshed of both women and children. There is 
absolutely no sane reason for the Marion County Legal 
counsel, Michael Hansen to have created this Rambo type raid 
in the first place. This reporter s opinion is that no one so far 
has produced any clear evidence of any crime comitted that 
warranted the type of terrorizing tactics the police used 

This Nazi type seige against religious freedom should 
cause a very sinister question to arise in the minds of every 
Christian in the State of Oregon who believes in the separation 


of Church and State. A mis-quoting of this Bible 
verse,"Render therefore unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar's and unto God the things which be God's." is often 
used to answer to questions regarding separation of 
Church and State. Now let's get one thing straight, bible 
believers. The only thing that Jesus said belonged to 
Caesar was the tax money. On the other hand the 
Bible.makes it very clear in Haggai, 2:8,what belongs to 
God. "The silver is mine, and the gold is mine, saith the 
Lord of hosts. The earth is the Lord's, and the fullness 
thereof: the world, and they that dwell therein." And upon 
this rock, I build My Church and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it." "Therefore the church is subject unto 
Christ." Any attempt to subjugate the church to the State 
is not only constitutionally illegal but sheer blasphemy. 
"Be not deceived (representative powers of the state): God 
is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
aiso reap.

The strategy of the Bureaucratic police State in all of this 
was to somehow gain control of the Embassy of Heaven 
Church. By doing this it would demonstrate to all 
Christians throughout this nation that the Church belongs 
to the State and not to God.. This Special edition of The 
LoudCrier is the story of how Marion County Legal 
Counsellor, Michael Hansen carried out his devilish 
scheme and robbed God and his Church of $119,000 
piece of real estate and several thousands dollars worth of 
personal property.

It has been months since we have written, but you have been 
dear to our hearts and in our prayers. We have longed to serve you 
and look to the day when the ministry will be restored. 

Today apple blossoms sweeten the balmy spring air in sharp 
contrast to the black rainy day of January 31, 1997. On that day a 
SWAT team carrying automatic rifles busted down the unlocked Church 
door. Men in subdued clothing rushed in, led by German shepherds. 
We asked who they were, but they refused to identify themselves or 
show a badge or warrant. "This is Marion County property. Stay 
where you are," they shouted. 

I said, "In the name of Jesus Christ, remove yourself from 
God's sanctuary." I was quickly handcuffed and hauled to jail. My 
wife Rachel, our two daughters Brooke, 17, and Skye, 13, plus 
Chris, a mentally challenged man we were caring for, were driven to 
the County Road and dumped out in the pouring rain. Rachel had 
asked to drive a car out, but was denied. They escaped with the 
clothes on their backs. All the movable property at the Church was 
packed up and hauled to a moving and storage company. Nine Church 
vehicles were towed. 

Church workers Abraham and Christian Livingstone were located 
near the Retreat grounds. Abraham was shackled hands and feet and 
Christian was handcuffed. Both were shoved in the mud where they 
sat for over an hour in the pouring rain. They were hauled to jail, 
where the three of us spent 5 days fasting before being released. 

Though they meant evil against us, our God is good and has 
miraculously provided. Our loving Catholic neighbors, Roy and Julia 
Basl, rescued us as we walked on the road and have provided all of 
us with sanctuary these last three months. Roy has written many 
letters both before and after the raid witnessing that we truly are 
a Church of the Lord Jesus Christ. The day of the raid, Julia 
argued with the police and helped save our children from being 
taken by Children's Services Division. 

Another neighbor, whose wife recently died, brought over 
clothes and others have loaned us cars. Yet another neighbor is 
storing the Church's goods for us, which have been released by Lile 
Moving and Storage. Randy's Towing should be releasing the Church 
vehicles this week. We continue to be grateful and ever rejoicing. 

Daily we have been going to Salem and meeting with State and 
County officials hunting for the Truth. We have written evidence 
that the Oregon National Guard and Oregon State Police were 
involved. Yet the Governor denies any State involvement and 
refuses to speak with us. The County has ordered certain files 
sealed. No charges are pending against us. We have uncovered these 
errors: 




1 . 


The County has steadfastly refused to remove the Church from Marion 
County Tax rolls. Even though the County has been properly notified that 
the Embassy of Heaven Church owns the property and is using all of the 
property for church purposes, the assessor's office has refused to do 
their duty to remove our property from the tax rolls. 

2. The IRS made a horrible blunder. They have been investigating us 
since 1991, but they had a problem. They were looking at the wrong place 
and the wrong people. IRS investigative notes clearly describe a farm 
with nursery 3tock and ponds. This is Roy and Julia Basl's farm. We 
believe other agencies relied upon this false information to close down 
the Embassy. 

This explains the rumors that armed men patrol the Embassy 
boundaries. What investigators were really seeing was Roy Basi, rifle in 
hand, circling his farm looking for coyotes. 

3. The County failed to serve us with warning papers required by law. 
At least one year before the period of redemption expires, the County must 
send a notice by certified mail explaining the consequences if the tax is 
not paid. We were denied this notice and opportunity to be heard. 

The Church property is scheduled to be auctioned May 23, 1997, 
at 11:00 a.m. at the courthouse in Salem, Oregon. Following the 
auction, we will be holding a Court of Divine Justice on the 
courthouse steps. We will be asking for the righteous judgment of 
God upon the men and women involved in the attempted destruction of 
His Embassy. Beginning May 18th we will be doing a Jericho March to 
pray for all of Christ's body that they may stand firm during the 
coming persecution. 

Ekklesia editor Gregory and his devoted family have taken 
over the Church's phones and have put out two previous newsletters 
on the raid. We can't thank them enough for all the hours they 
have spent ministering to the needs of Christ's body. Please 
contact them if you are interested in more details about the raid. 

While we were getting sunburned at their Summer Lake 
Passover, God planted the seed to hold a Jericho March. Jack Waldon 
teamed with Gregory to make this latest mailing possible. We are 
still unable to use our equipment. 

Ever since the raid in January, about 30 of us have been 
meeting for worship outside the locked Church gates. The last 
three weeks we have bravely climbed over the gates and hiked 
through the woods down to the creek where we have been baptizing. 
The County calls this trespassing. We call it obedience to the 
Great Commission. 

Last week' s baptism brought tears to my eyes and I could 
barely carry on. Our daughter Brooke Celeste "took the plunge" and 
committed her life to Christ. She said, "I am here to join the 
battle. I want to officially be part of it." Amen.

The Body of the State 

In America there has been a separation of Church and 
State. Exactly what that separation means can be debated. 
What cannot be debated is what is written in the Constitution 
of the United States, also known as the Bill of Rights. Article 
one of that Constitution states that, "Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of 
the press; or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, and 
to petition the Government for a redress of grievances." 

That statement was not made to create rights in a gov¬ 
ernment, a government assumedly created by the Constitution 
of the united States. It was made to make it clear that no right 
or privilege was granted to government to make laws respect¬ 
ing an establishment of or prohibiting the free exercise of 
religion. 

So ail religions and churches should be exempt from 
government influence. As we look out into America can we say 
that this is still true or does it appear that government today 
both establishes religion and prohibits religion and churches? 
Are churches subject to strict operational restrictions by gov¬ 
ernment authority? 

Who is supposed to establish a church and when is it 
established? 


I have been told more times than I care to recall that 
all churches must file 1023 forms and become tax exempt as 
a 501(c)(3) church. People have quoted Paul's letter to the Ro¬ 
mans over and over again. They declare that we are required to 
apply for tax exempt status as a 501(c)(3) church because it is 
the law. 

Is it the law that a church must be established by the 
state? What is required? 

The Internal Revenue states that, "The following or¬ 
ganizations will be considered tax exempt under section 
501(c)(3) even if they do not file Form 1023: (a) churches, 
their integrated auxiliaries, and conventions or associations of 

churches,..." 1 

"Some organizations are not required to file form 
1023. These include: Churches, interchurch organizations of 
local units of a church, conventions or association of a church, 
such as a men's or women's organization, religious school, mis¬ 
sion society, or youth group." 

"These organizations are exempt automatically if they 
meet the requirements of section 501(c)(3). However, if the or¬ 
ganization wants to establish its exemption with the Internal 
Revenue Service and receive a ruling or determination letter 
recognizing its exempt status, it should file Form 1023 with 
the key District Director." 2 

By this we can see that Churches are automatically 
exempt and are not required to file. The publication does go 
on to say that these organizations are exempt automatically if 
they meet the requirements. Two questions should be asked: 

First, what are those requirements? 

Second, what is included in the classification of orga¬ 
nization ? Note that the publication does not say that 'churches' 
are exempt if they meet the requirements but only that 'orga¬ 
nizations are exempt.' 

The same section of 557 states, "If Organizations that 
have a statutory requirement to apply for recognition do not 
comply with the requirements relating to exemption applica¬ 
tions, deductions for charitable contributions will not be al- 
low'ed for any gifts or bequests made to those organizations." 

Again, note the use of the word organizations and 
statutory requirement to apply. None of this refers to churches 
which are not required to file nor does it refer to true Church 
organizations. 

Are there any regulations, rules or statutes that deter¬ 
mine approval if you do decide to apply to be religiously ex¬ 
empt? 


"Application for Recognition of Exemption Under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code," under "Purpose of Form," section 
"2. Organizations not Required to file Form 1023. -Department of the Treasury, Internal Revenue Service. 

Department of the Treasury, I.R.S., Publication 557 Tax-Exempt Status for Your Organization. Chapt. 3 Page 9 
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Department of Revenue and the I.R.S. state: 

"In order to determine whether recognition 
of exemption should appropriately be extended to 
an organization seeking to meet the religious 
purposes test of section 501(c)(3), the Internal 
Revenue Service maintains two basic guidelines: 

1) That the particular religious beliefs of 
the organization are truly and sincerely 
held, and 

2) That the practices and rituals asso¬ 
ciated with the organization’s religious 
belief or creed are not illegal or contrary 
to clearly defined public policy." 3 

On the same page of that publication we see phrases 
like, "if you are organized to operate a home for the aged, the 
following information must be submitted:" Or if you are a 
scientific organization, "You must show..." etc. but for reli¬ 
gious organization there are only 'two basic guidelines' which 
are merely maintained by the Internal Revenue Service. These 
mere guidelines are maintained only to determine whether rec¬ 
ognition of exemption should appropriately be extended to an 
'■ organization seeking to meet the religious purposes test. 

Are there actual statutory regulations defining 
churches or their requirements to apply? 

The IR S rules and codes are not statutes and have 
no authority of law in themselves. They are based upon the 
USCS ? but the I.R.S. makes no mention of statutory require¬ 
ment for Churches. "The regulations do not define the term 
’church’ and Congress has given no guidance in this area. " 4 
Regulations do not exist for religions or churches because 
| there is no power granted to government to regulate or estab¬ 
lish religions. 

For the record what statutes do exist that allow the 
I.R.S. to even establish a 501(c)(3) church if congress and the 
regulations do not define the term 'church' and Congress has 
given no guidance in this areal 

26 USCS §508 Special rules with respect to 501(c)(3) 
organizations. 

(a) New organizations must notify the sec¬ 
retary that they are applying for recogni¬ 
tion of section 501(c)(3) status Except as 
provided in subsection (c) . . . .

The USCS § 508, § 6033 and the CFR's do not in¬ 
clude Churches.

Many have told me that if you do not have a 501(c)(3) 
church you can not deduct your contributions. For those who 
believe that to be true you should know that, "Although a 
church, its integrated auxiliaries, or a convention or associ¬ 
ation of churches is not required to file Form 1023 to be ex¬ 
empt from federal income tax or to receive tax deductible 
contributions, such an organization may find it advantageous 
to obtain recognition of exemption." 5 

So, contributions are deductible if you do not file. Yet 
many churches do file. Why? What are the advantages that 
they may find under a 501(c)(3) status? 

"Advantages and Disadvantages of Exemption Un¬ 
der Section 501(c)(3)." 

"The main advantage to classification under 
§501(c)(3) is that the organization is generally spared federal 
taxation of its income." 6 

The use of the words 'generally 1 spared’ should make 
it clear that any 'organization' granted or permitted exemption 
under § 501(c)(3) is spared not because of its nature or right 
but because of its 'classification. ' Probably the most important 
word to note is the word 'under.'

How is it an advantage to exchange a God given man¬ 
datory exemption as Christ's Holy Church for a classification 
as an organization which is only generally spared taxation? 

So, what are the disadvantages? 

"The disadvantages of exemption under §501(c)(3) 
stem from the strict operational restrictions." 9 

A church or a religion is exempt because the govern¬ 
ment has no power, granted by the document that created it, to 
make rules to the contrary . Do you want to be merely spared a 
tax although your operations will be strictly restricted under 
the administrative rule of 501(c)(3) regulations and authority? 

What is a church? Congress does not define what a 
Church is but the legal dictionary does consistently. 

"Church. In its most general sense, the religious 
society founded and established by Jesus Christ, to re¬ 
ceive, preserve, and propagate his doctrines and 
ordinances." 

"A body or community of Christians, united un¬ 
der one form of government by the profession of one 
faith, and the observance of the same rituals and 
ceremonies ." 10 

"The Supreme court has held that tax exemptions are a 
matter of legislative grace." 11 

If by the grace of God you have been granted a man¬ 
datory exemption from the prohibitions and regulations by 
man's governments, why would you desire an exemption by the 
grace of the legislator who only generally spares taxation? 
Why would you put the strict operational restrictions im¬ 
posed by the arbitrary and human rule of the legislators over 
your religious society instead of the loving and benevolent and 
eternal restrictions of Jesus Christ? 

Conscience, I say, not thine own, but of the other: for why 
is my liberty judged of another [man 'sj conscience? For if I 
by grace be a partaker, why am I evil spoken offor that for 
which I give thanks? (1 Corinthians 10:29 30) 


If a church is a body or community of Christians 
united under one form of government by the profession of one 
faith why does it want to go under another form of government 
that it is already mandatorially exempt from? if a Church is a 
body or a community established by the authority of Jesus 
Christ then why would it want to become a body politic estab- j 
lished under the authority of a democratic community of unbe- j 
lievers with strict operational restrictions ? 

Be ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteousness?

Should the church want to be considered tax exempt 
under section 501(c)(3)! We have seen the advantages and 
disadvantages. To be considered under the statute is to be con¬ 
sidered under the authority of the men who made it. Neither 
men nor their government, have by themselves any power to 
establish or prohibit the church, founded and established by 
Jesus Christ to receive, preserve, and propagate his doc¬ 
trines and ordinances and united under one government by 
a profession of one (aith 

The Church is mandatorially exempt. Should it go un¬ 
der the power and authority of man made statutes? 

All things are lawful unto me, but all things are not expedi- ; 
ent: all things are lawful for me, but l will not be brought 
under the power of any. (1 Co 6:12) 

Is the Church, that was founded and established by 
Jesus Christ autonomous? 

Beloved, when I gave all diligence to write unto you of the 
common [unclean, unholy] 12 salvation [thing that keeps you 
safe and healthy] 13 , it was needful for me to write unto you, 
and exhort /you ] that ye should earnestly contend for the 
faith which was once delivered unto the saints.

The 
churches are going under the authority of the state when 
they ask to be re-established by the state.

For even Christ our passover 
is sacrificed for us: (1 Co 5:7) 

We intend to study these Holy days by observing them 
in spirit and in truth. We are not doing it to bind men to rituals 
and customs but to lead them to the ways of the LORD. 

Let no man therefore judge you in meat, or in drink, or in 
respect of an holyday, or of the new moon, or of the sab¬ 
bath [days]: Which are a shadow of things to come; but the 
body [is] of Christ (Colossians 2:16,17) 

What is the next step after Passover? 

Pentecost. 

And ye shall count unto you from the morrow after the sab¬ 
bath, from the day that ye brought the sheaf of the wave of¬ 
fering; seven sabbaths shall be complete: Even unto the 
morrow after the seventh sabbath shall ye number fifty 
days; and ye shall offer a new meat offering unto the 
LORD. Ye shall bring out of your habitations two wave 
loaves of two tenth deals: they shall be offine flour; they 
shall be baken with leaven; [they are] the firstfruits unto 
the LORD. (Leviticus 23:15, 17) 

Fifty days from the Passover there was Pentecost. And 
what happened on Pentecost that was so important and what 
does it mean today? 

And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they were 
all with one accord in one place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rushing mighty wind, and it 
filled all the house where they were sitting. (Acts 2:1, 2) 

Pentecost was the day of firstfruits unto the Lord. The 
events 50 days after the Passover of Jesus, Yahshua, was not 
the total fulfillment of prophecy. Those events were prophetic. 
Peter says that these things are foretelling of the things to come 
in the last days when he shall pour out his spirit upon all flesh. 
Many people have been bearing witness to the changes in the 
world and the people in it. They believe that the Lord has be¬ 
gan to pour out his Spirit now in these days. 


But this is that which was spoken by the prophet Joel; And 
it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, I will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your young men shall see vi¬ 
sions, and your old men shall dream dreams: And on my 
servants and on my handmaidens / will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall prophesy: And I will sheiv 
wonders in heaven above, and signs in the earth beneath;

The words "gods" and "God" are translated from 
the single word 'elohiym' in the plural. 'Elohiym is de¬ 
fined "rulers, judges" 2 and "occasionally applied as defer¬ 
ence to magistrates " 3 while in the New Testament the 
word God is translated from the Greek word theos which 
figuratively means " a magistrate. 

And God spake all these words, saying, I [am] the 
LORD thy God, which have brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. Thou 
shall have no other gods before me. (Exodus 20:1, 3) 

The word God as it was used in the new and old testa¬ 
ment means simply the ruling judge of a person or a people.
